| possible drive on Thailand or the 
Burma Road, insisted that the cab- 
inet of Premier General Hideki Tojo 
would pursue “independent action” 
in regard to the Axis. But there was 
increasing pressure from Tokyo for 
a final decision on whether Japan 
would resort to force in an attempt 
to break up the American-British 
economic encirclement designed to 
frustrate any future military ex- 
pansion by the Japanese. 

Still another field of battle ap- 
peared likely in Finnish waters as 
a result of Helsinki’s apparent re- 
fusal to negotiate on a Russian of- 
fer of peace despite urging by the 
United States. 

The result it was believed in Lon- 
don, might be an early declaration 
of war by Britain against Finland, 
Hungary and Rumania, as request- 
ed by the Soviets. 

The Germans formally acknowl- 
edged the loss of three of their 
most famous U-boat commanders, 
including the youthful commander 
Guenther Prien, who carried out 
one of the boldest exploits of the 
war by sneaking into the British 
base at Scapa Flow and torpedoing 
the battleship Royal Oak.

It was suggested that the “para- 
chute hanging on a post of a drift 
fence,” which had been the basis 
for some hope for Walker when none 
of his companions “remembered” 
hanging their parachute on a fence, 
‘was perhaps an unfortunate and 
tragic incident. 

Officials pointed out that a man 
who had just been through the ex- 
perience through which the eight 
surviving airmen had passed would 
be likely to be a little confused and 
might not pay much attention to 
the matter of where he left his par- 
achute. 

There was one report which said 
that one of the airmen who could 
not remember hanging his para- 
chute on a fence later got in touch 
with the rescue party and said that 
he did hang his ‘chute on a fence. 

The members of the crew of the 
ship who were rescued and who were 
brought in to Placerville Sanator- 
ium were taken to Sacramento on 
Monday afternoon for hospitaliza- 
tion if required. 

Injuries among the crew, accord- 
ing to Dr. A. A. McKinnon, includ- 
ed a broken leg, suffered by Lieut 
Mode, the co-pilot; a possible skull 
fracture for Private Robert Mose- 
ley; a Sprained ankle for Staff Ser- 
geant E. M. Clemmens and miscel- 
laneous cuts and bruises for some 
others. 

Private Harold Salisbury, who was 
reported Monday to have suffered 
a broken leg, proved to have devel- 
oped a bad “charley horse” which 
was said to have been eliminated 
special treatment by Rex 
Gaskins, of the rescue party. 

The report Tuesday noon was 
that Salisbury and Corporal Isom. 
of the plane crew, were continuing 
on duty with the rescue party. Cor- 
poral Walter Glanz, who had been 
assisting in radio work with the res- 
cue party, was said to be in Pla- 
cerville enroute to the Sacramen- 
to Army Air Base.
